InpiaNaPouis, Ind., Jan. 31.—W. R. McKeen, 
W. B. Tuell, and Josephus Collett, of Terre 
Haute, purchased the Cincinnati & Terre 
Haute Railroad to-day for $75,000, under a de- 
cree of the United States Circuit Court.

evening, as his presence in Prague disturbed 
the public — Until then he was neither 
allowed to leave the hotel nor to receive any 
one. Gen. Tchernayeff addressed himself to 


Count Andrassy against these measures of the 


police. The latter, however, replied that he 
could do nothing invan affair which concerned 
the home, above all the local, authorities. 
On this Tchnernayeff refused to depart, and de- 
cided to yield only to force. In the meantime a 
crowd of several thousands of people assem- 
bled before the hotel, shouting, and yelling, 
and disposed to be riotous, on which two bat- 
talions of infantry and some cavalry were 
marched out, who cleared the streets, so that 
measures could be taken for transferring 
Tchernayeff to the railway station.

The two Houses of Congress meet to-day

with Wisconsin. The first State to which 
objection will be made is Florida, being No.

Morton, and all of them are men experi- 
enced in political questions arising under the 
Conatitutiop. The five Justices of the Su- 
preme Court are all experienced jurists.

The questions to be itted to this 
Court are purely legal. There arp certain 
States from which there are duplicate re- 
turns,—Alabama, Florida, Lohisiana, South 
Carolina, and Oregon,—though there hag 
been no serious contest except upon Louisi- 
ana, Florida, and Oregon. The latter pre- 
sents a peculiar point. The Governor's cer- 
tificate in that case accompanies the Elect- 
oral vote given by an Elector who, receiving 
a minority of votes, was ‘declared elected be- 
cause of the ineligibility of another person 
who had received a majority of the po 
vote. The quéstion is one of technicabad- 
vantage, Could Com under the laws of 
Oregon be declared elected? If not, then 
his certificate, including his vote, must be re- 
jected, and the other certificates admitted. 

In Florida the law created a Board of 
Canvassers to receive the returns, revise 
them, count them, and declare the result. 
That Board performed its duty, declared the 
result, and the Electors were certified by 
the Governor as duly elected, and 
voted for Ham. In Louisiana, the 
State law, in like manner, created a 
Board of Oanvassers, who received the 
returns, and, as authorized and required by 
law, revised the same, and upon evidence ex- 
cluded certain returns because of violence 
preventing afair election. This Board de- 
clared certain Electors chosen, and these, 
armed with the Governor's certificate, toted 
for Hares. In these two cases the question 
of law arises, as these Electors must be 
appointed in manner as the Legislature 
of the State may, direct, and the Returning 
Board being clothed by the State law with 
all the powers exercised by them, will the 
Court go behind these returns thus made in 
strict conformity with the laws of the respect- 
ive States? If the majority of the Court 
shall decide not to go behind these returns, 
then that will be the end of the matter. If 
the Court shall decide to inquire whether 
the actionof the Board was authorized by 
and in conformity with the law of the State, 
then it will hear the particulars of the in- 
timidation, and violence, and frand on which 
the Board based their action.

‘USE OF TROOPS IN THE SOUTH. 
We haven't heard very much from the Dem- 
ocratic side of the House relative to the use 


President transmitted his message on this 
subject in answer to the House resolution, 
with the voluminous documents accompany- 
ing it. The documents include all the orders 
and transfers of troops, and a vast collection 


The message itself very clearly set forth that 
it is the constitutional duty of the nt 
to take care that the laws be fai ex- 
ecuted”; that the Constitution fequires the 
United States to guarantee a republican 
form of government to every State, and upon 
application of the Legislature, or of the 
Executive when the Legislature is not in 
session, to protect the States against domes- 
tic violence; that the United States statutes 
authorize the Pr@ident to employ such parts 
of tho land and naval forces as he may deem 
necessary to preserve the peace and sustain 
the authority of the State and the United 
States in such cases; also, that the laws sim- 
ilarly authorize the President to employ the 
army to protect lawful voters from intimida- 
tion and violence in the election for Presi- 
dent; and that he hadin no case gone out- 
side of the Constitution and the laws in his 
disposition and use of the troops. But the 
President further pointed out that in no case, 
except in South Carolina, was the number of 
troops increased in anticipation of election; 
that so few troops were available that he 
was not able to prevent intimidation 
and violence in several of the States, 
notably Louisiana, South Carolina, Flor- 
ida, Mississippi, and Alabama; and that 
no troops were stationed at voting- 
places, but distributed at such points as were 
threatened with violence and where they 
might be readily called upon as a posse by 
the officers authorized to call them to pre- 
serve the peace. The President also told the 
House that the evidence now in his posses- 
sion, copies of which he transmitted, war- 
rants him in the belief that it would have 
been his duty to use the troops more gen- 
erally if they had been at his disposal. As 
precedents for the use of troops in States for 
enforcing the laws and protecting the people 
against domestic violence, he cited the 
Whisky Rebellion in Pennsylvania in Wasz- 
rneTon’s time, the Anrnony Buans fugitive- 
slave case in Boston in 1854, and the Joun 
Brown case in Virginia in 1859, when the 
then President ordered troops to suppress 
the uprising without a call from either the 
Legislature or Governor, and without any 
preliminary proclamation. Indeed, the 
President’s answer was so comprehensive, 
that we think the subject of troops in the 
Southern States will not be agitated very 
much more.

AN INFAMOUS WITNESS.

Chicago had the 
confidence of the world to such an extent 
that funds came pouring in for loan 
from all the money-centres of Europe 
and the United States, and in much larger 
quantities than was needed, for Chicago had 
$40,000,000 of insurance money and its own 
capital and savings. The loans that were 
made were placed, asa rule, at five years, 
because even Chicago people had no just 
conception of the rapidity with which the 
loans would be recoupetl ; and the great bulk 
of the loans were made in the year 1872, as 
that and the following year werd the busiest 
of the rebuilding season. But a small pro- 
portion of loans were made after 1873, both 
because Chicage didn’t need them, and be- 
cause the panic put a check to the loan busi- 


ness everywhere. The consequence is that

THE KANSAS PACIFIC RAILWAY. 

Pacific Railway matters being under con- 
sideration in the Senate, it will be wise for 
members of Congress to take notice of the 
fact that in November last the Kansas Pacific 
Railway defaulted on the interest on its first- 
mortgage bonds, and went into the hands of 
Receivers. The whole amount of the first- 
mortgage bonds is between $12,000,000 


is about $850,000 gold. The Government 
of the United States holds a second mort. 
gage on the property (except the Denver ex- 
tension and the Leavenworth branch) to the 
amount of $6,300,000 and accrued interest,— 
the whole amounting to over $8,000,000. 
The Government bonds representing this 
second mortgage have about twenty-two 
years to run at 6 per cent interest, so that 
when the time for their redemption comes 
around the whole debt will be some $15,- 
000,000. This sum is an obligation which 


likely to be sold under decree of Court within 
a few months, and when sold the Govern- 
ment 's interest will be foreclosed equally 
with the stockholders’ interests. 

The causes which have led to the default 
of the interest on the bonds 
are threefold: First, the general stringency 
of the times, resulting in a decrease of traf- 
fic. Second, the decision of the Treasury 
Department to retain the entire amount 
earned by the Company for transportation 
of troops, mails, and Government stores, in- 
stead of one-half, which the Supreme Court 
decided was the legal amount to be so re- 
tained. Third, the refusal of the Union

are within its control, and may be used to 
save the Company from extinguishment and 
thereby save the $15,000,000 of subsidy 
bonds and interest.

Some operators on Change are again talking 
about the charges for switching and trimmifg on 
grain shipped from the elevators in this city. The 
two amount to $3.00 per car, or nearly Ic per bu 
of wheat, whichis an important addition to the 
cost of shipment, especially now that freight rates 
to New York are 24cto the bu of wheat. They say 
that Peoria and Toledo charge nothing for such 
transfer. Indianapolis is believed to make none, 
and only one elevator in Milwankee imposes a tax 
on loading. The tariff is thug almost peculiar to 
Chicago, and operates powerfully against our ship- 
ping interests just now. It was stated several 
weeks (months) ago that the warehousemen were 
willing to abandon the charge for trimming if the 
railroads would not charge for the switching, —and 
the matter has rested there ever since. It seems 
strange that no one thinks it worth while to move 
in the case further than to quietly complain, but 
so it is, and probably will continue to be so. 

THE MARKETS. 

The leading produce markets were moderately 
active yesterday, though much of the business 
transacted was limited to changing over from one 
month to another. Being the last day of January, 
there were a few trades for that month to be get - 
tled up. andg good many February deliveries to 
be provided for, especially in wheat, pork; and 
lard. There was not, however, enough February 
stuff pressing on the market to produce weakness 
in any department. The weather was fine, and soft 
underfoot, indicating small receipts on account of 
the breaking up of country roads, and this 
tended to firmness, though the advices from 
other points were not particularly cheering to hold- 
ers. Gold was again quoted easier, and there 
were rumors of a satisfactory adjustment of old 
world difficulties, which could not, however, be 
traced to a trustworthy source. 

The dry-goods market was without important 
new features. Trade continues to improve, and 
the market daily shows increased strength. Gro- 
ceries were ordered with some freedom both by the 
city and country trade, and were firm in prices. 
Coffees and sugars again showed strength, though 
neither was apparently higher. Teas are receiving 
considerable attention, and are held with con- 
fidence. There was a firm market for most kinds

Cuicaco, Jap. 31.—Whether the sulphites 
will prevent and cure scarlatim and diphtheria 
or not, we know that certain prophylactic meas- 
ures would go far toward preventing them. 
These contagions do not diffuse through the at- 
mosphere as gases, They are spread only by 
being carried about. They are dependent chief- 
ly upon human agency for transportation. The 
poisons of scarlatina and diphtheria may be 
borne for short distances by air currents, but 
they are transported for long distances upon 
clothes, etc., or in connection with the infected 
system. If this be true, and in the light of 
present knowledge it cannot be doubted, they 
can be prevented from spreading. Why, then, is 
it not done? Au ͤounce ef prevention is worth 

a pound of cure.“ 
here are several reasons wh 
In the firat place, the people do not generally 
know that it is possible to avoid them. They 
are in the air, and must be breathed. They are 
decreed by fate or an overruling Providence, 
and they cannot be avoided; and hence little or 
no effort is me to escape them. In the second 
place, some, having had a contagious disease, are 
comparatively safe from future attack. They 
therefore are not restrained by personal fear, 
and their sense of public danger does not pre- 
vent them from carelessly spreading the poison.

28 pain was most severe, should be 
firmly covered. I then undressed her, putting 
on well-warmed clothing, and, wrapping her up 
inasoft flannel sheet, put her into bed, giving 
her six pellets of belladonna,—still supposing 
her illness a sore throat and no more. This was 
at noon. Watching closely, I discovered a fever, 
and soon bright, red, irregular blotches made 
their appearance, and I felt sure that the mach- 
scarict fever was in our household. 

I began then to use aconite, alternating hourly 
with belladonna, and the disease answered ,to 
the medicine most perfectly. I gave 15 of 
water to drink, first taking off the chill by heat- 
ing it over the gas for a minute or so. No food 
was asked and nove was given, a little milk and 
water taking its place. The room was kept 
moderately warm, and darkened, aired from a 
window in an adjoining room, and all went well, 
and no physician was called. As soon as we 
knew that the scarlet fever was in the house we 
began to give belladonna to the other two chil- 
dren—one was taken ill, but so mildly that he 
could only be kept in bed two days, the other 
escaped entirely. When their appetites returned 
well-boiled cracked wheat and milk were given 
to them; oat-meal was not so fashionable an ar- 
ticle of diet then as now. Being attached to no 
cutar school of medicine, I also gave aro- 
matic sirup of rhubarb after they were suppos- 
ed to be nearly well. The after-effects of this 
fever are sometimes more to be dreaded than 


the disease itself, and whether it comes lightly 


or in a malignant form the watchful care during 
convalescence and for weeks after cannot be too 
great, for if a cold is taken, the ear, the eye, or 
the giands of the throat may bear strong testi- 
mony as long as the person lives. 

I hope no one who reads this will think I am 
intending to teach or advise; | am merely re- 
Jating my experience. 1 only hope,if you think 
your child shows the symptoms of this fever, to 
delay not one moment, and if no physician is 
near, goose-oil, sweet-oil, or salt-pork for the 
throat will do, and belladonnaand aeonite will 
not kill if they do not cure, while good nursing 
and good care always tell most powerfully.

StanpinG Rock, D. T., Jan. 19.—From due of 
the officers at the post, I learn that the last of the 
ponigs will leave here to-morrow for St. Paul, 
in charge of Lieut.
